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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 

The main factors indicating the trend of economic conditions averaged 
higher in October than in the preceding month. Advances were recorded in 6 
prominent factors. Common stock prices showed a further increase in October, 
following the considerable advance of the preceding month. The standing of the 
official index at 106 was higher than in any other month of the present year. 
The gain in wholesale prices was of minor proportions compared with the marked 
advance in September. A number of commodities reacted following the sharp 
rally of the preceding month. A portion of the decline in high-grade bond 
prices during September was counterbalanced in the month under review. 
The weakness due to the commencement of war activities evident in September 
gave way to a feeling of greater confidence. An increase in demand deposits 
contrasted with a recession in notice deposits, but the fluctuation in chartered 
bank deposit liabilities was in an upward direction. The index of bank deposits, 
after —— adjustment, moved up from 128-2 to 129-0 at the first of the 
month. 

October was marked by a considerable advance in productive operations. 
The index of the physical volume of business which had been 125-8 in September 
moved up sharply during the month under review to 133-1. The industries favoured 
by augmented demand due to war conditions expanded operations to alarge extent. 
Forestry products, automobiles, and foodstuffs, were produced in considerably 
greater volume. 

Operations of the mining industry, as measured by nine inportant factors, 
showed recession in October from the preceding month. The export of copper 
in October was 33-4 million pounds as compared with 46-8 million. The 
export of nickel also dropped from 26-3 million pounds to 22-9 million. A 
marked decline was shown in the outward shipments of zinc. The receipt of 
gold at the Mint receded from 434,500 fine oz. to 395,500 fine oz., the index 
receding from 374 to 324. A minor decline was shown in the shipments of 
silver from Canadian mines. Exports of asbestos recorded a gain less than 
normal for the season. Bauxite imports dropped from 77-7 million pounds to 
65-2 million. The increase in the coal output was less than normal for the 
season, the index receding from 96-1 to 94-8. The net result was that the index 
of the operations of the mining industry dropped from 223 to 194. 

Marked acceleration was shown in the operations of the industries manufac- 
turing foodstuffs, the index rising from 110 to 126-8. The flour-milling industry 
was more active in the latest month for which statistics are available, the advance 
in the index of flour production having been from 84 to 108. The manufacture 
of sugar rose from 71-8 million pounds to 101-6 million. The slaughtering of 
cattle and hogs was at higher levels. Hog slaughterings amounted to 425,930 
head as compared to 269,608. Recessions were shown in the output of factory 
cheese and creamery butter, after seasonal adjustment. Canned salmon exports 
rose from 7-9 million pounds to 10-7 million. 

The release of cigarettes rose from 585 million to 706 million, the index 
advancing 64 points to 276. Crude rubber imports were 11-9 million pounds 
against 5-6 million. The imports of cotton yarn showed an advance while the 
inward movement of wool was at a lower position. The operations of the 
forestry industry were accelerated further in October, each of the four factors 
used in this connection recording advances. The production of newsprint was 
280,985 tons against 253,230. The advance in the outward shipment of planks 
and boards was from 216 million feet to 244 million. Increases were also shown 


*, the exports of wood-pulp and shingles. The output of automobiles was 
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9,640 units against 3,921. The imports of crude petroleum were 166 million 
gallons against 131 million. Recession was shown in the new business obtained 
by the construction industry, a decline having been shown in contracts awarded 
from $19-4 million in September to $14-2 million in the month under review. 
An increase, however, was shown in building permits from $4-1 million to $5-6 
million. The net result was that the index of construction dropped from 48-6 
to 43-3. Carloadings receded from the high point of 95-6 for September to 80-0. 

The acceleration in business operations during October justifies optimism 
in regard to the industrial participation of Canada in providing war supplies in 
support of the Allied cause. The Dominion’s geographical position is a valuable 
asset and plants could be built which would be virtually immune from air attack. 
Canada is well supplied with many raw materials and can readily obtain others 
by rail from the United States. The growth in industry since the last war 
has increased the supply of skilled labour and of capable managers. The index 
of general activity based on the average for 1937, as prepared by the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, was 108 on October 15 against 100 in September. The 
percentage of current capacity utilized rose from 79 in September to 85 in the 
month under review. Most types of foodstuffs and many textiles showed 
gains while the iron and steel trades, especially the heavy industries, not only 
increased their activities but made large additions to their payrolls in recent 
months. 


Agriculture 

Estimates of Canada’s wheat crop were increased to 478,965,000 bushels in 
the latest official crop report. All the gains came from the Prairie Provinces, 
estimates for the remainder of Canada being slightly lower than in September. 
Prairie wheat production is now placed at 452 million bushels of which it is 
forecast that Saskatchewan will produce 239 million. Canada’s all-time high 
point for wheat production was in 1928 when 566-7 million bushels were harvested 
but the crop of the present year may prove the second highest, the present 
estimates being approximately the same as for 1927, which hitherto held undis- 
puted second place. Wheat marketings in the three Prairie Provinces in the 
13 weeks from August 1 to October 26, totalled 305-3 million bushels compared 
with 221 million in the same period of the preceding crop year. Overseas 
clearances and imports into the United States from August 1 to October 26 
reached 30-6 million bushels compared with 43-5 million in the same period of 
the preceding year. 

Areas sown to spring wheat were estimated at 26 million acres compared 
with 25-2 acres in 1938. Gains were shown in the acreage of rye and flaxseed, 
while oats and barley were at a somewhat lower position. 

Canada’s apple crop in the present year is placed at 5,207,800 bushels 
compared with 5,222,400 bushels in 1938. The grape crop was estimated at 
50-4 million pounds against 35-9 million. While pears showed a decline, 
increases were recorded in plums and peaches. 


Manufactures 

Production of flour by Canadian mills expanded further in September, the 
total for the month having been 1,927,000 barrels. Gains of 39-4 per cent and 
17-5 per cent were shown over August and September of last year, respectively. 
Mill stocks of wheat on September 30, amounted to 4,976,000 bushels against 
2,862,000 on the same date of last year. The output of refined sugar was 
101-6 million pounds in the four-week period ended October 7, compared with 
96-6 million in the same period of last year. The melting and sales were 91-7 
million pounds against 81-1 million in the same period one year ago. The sales 
of refined sugar in the elapsed portion of 1939 rose to 877 million pounds against 
814 million in the same period of last year. Production of creamery butter 
amounted to 23-5 million pounds during October against 29-9 million in Septem- 
ber and 23-4 million in October, 1938. Factory cheese production showed 
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decline at 12-6 million pounds in October against 17-8 in the preceding month 
and 15-2 million in October, 1938. The total production of creamery butter 
during the first 10 months was 239-4 million pounds against 241 million in the 
same period last year. Cold storage stocks of creamery butter on November 1 
were 55-9 million pounds compared with 57 million the month before and 62-5 
million pounds last year. Cheese stocks showed reduction at 42-1 million 
pounds on November 1, compared with 52-2 million one month previously and 
44-3 million a year ago. It is stated that the demand in the British Isles for 
food in a highly concentrated form will create a greater market for Canadian 
cheese. Canadian cheese exports to Great Britain have increased rapidly 
and the government premium on high-grade cheese has improved the quality. 
The British Government has encouraged higher prices on the British markets 
which has meant a jump from 68 to 78 shillings for 112 pounds of cheese. 
Uncertainty apparent on Canadian cheese boards at the outbreak of war has 
cleared somewhat. Sterling is still unsettled on foreign exchange markets but 
government control of exchange and food prices has tended to settle the market. 
Cheese supplies in Canada, however, are at a relatively low level at the moment. 
The possibility of expanding the shipment of fish to the United Kingdom to 
make good the shortage in British supplies has been explored. Steps have 
been taken looking to an increase in the facilities of production so that the 
Dominion may be in a position to ship whatever supplies may be needed. 

Leather footwear manufactures for September amounted to 2-4 million 
pairs, a decrease from the preceding month of nearly 85,000 pairs or 3 per cent. 
An increase was shown over September 1938 amounting to 298,000 pairs or 
14 per cent. Total production of leather footwear in the nine months ended 
September 30 was 17-9 million pairs against 16-8 million in the same period of 
last year. 


Production and shipments of newsprint continued to expand in October, 
showing gains respectively of 10-2 per cent and 13-4 per cent over one year ago. 
During the month the industry operated at 77-5 per cent of capacity against 
72-7 per cent in September and 72-0 per cent one year ago. Canadian ship- 
ments of 289,260 tons exceeded production of 280,985 tons. Canadian produc- 
tion during the ten months ended October, amounted to 2-3 million tons, an 
increase of 7-8 per cent over a year ago. Shipments in the ten months totalled 
2-3 million, up 13-9 per cent, but fell below production by some 31,000 tons. 
According to press reports Great Britain is faced with a timber famine owing 
to the lack of sufficient ships for the trade. The shipping shortage is also noted 
in Eastern Canada where large quantities of pit-props and sawn wood are 
normally exported to the British markets. The contract price of newsprint 
in the United Kingdom advanced to £17 ($75.99) effective about the end of 
October. The new figure represents an increase of £5 15s. or about 51 per cent 
since the outbreak of war. The principal reason for the increase was the diffi- 
culty experienced in importing pulp from Norway, Sweden and Finland. The 
British Government announced on November 6 plans to take over all Canadian 
exports of lead and zine for the duration of the war. On the basis of 1938 
exports, this would entail a sum approximating $30 million but it is considered 
that war needs will result in increased production and consequent expansion in 
exports. It was also announced that the British Government had contracted 
to take Canada’s output of copper over the domestic requirements for the dura- 
tion of the war. Of the production of $60 million worth of copper per year 
about $35,250,000 worth is exported. The Dominion Government has com- 
menced an inventory of Canada’s water power resources which amount to 
some 44 million h.p. The inventory has particularly in mind the very close 
relationship of the war power problems to the international power problems 
which are involved in the common waters of Canada and the United States. 
The survey is expected to show the sources of hydro power readily available from 


existing developments and from new developments to meet war-time demands.

8 MONTHLY REVIEW OF BUSINESS STATISTICS November, 1939 


Construction 


Contracts awarded amounted to $14-2 million during October. This 
represents a decline of 26-5 per cent from the September total of $19-4 million. 
Some decline was shown in engineering projects and in business buildings, while 
industrial projects increased by $2-2 million. In October of last year awards 
were valued at $18-1 million, the indicated decline being about 22 per cent. 
Total cons ruction for the year to date amounts to $165 million, an increase 
of 2-1 per cent over the same period of last year. The estimated cost of building 
authorized by 58 cities during October was $5-6 million, an increase of $1-5 
million or 36-4 per cent over the September total, but a decline of $3-9 million 
or 41-2 per cent from the exceptionally high figure recorded in October, 1938. 
The total for the first ten months was $49-5 million against $52-7 during the 
same period of last year. It was announced recently that home improvement 
loans numbered 3,519 in October with a value of $1-4 million. The total 
number of loans since November 1, 1936, was 91,307 valued at $37-1 million. 

National Housing Act 90 per cent loans were first made available in August, 
1938. Borrowers responded slowly at first but by the spring of this year the 
new provisions had become better known and over three quarters of the 1,000 
loans in this category have been approved in the last six months. The 
number of loans approved since August, 1938, for houses valued above $2,500, 
but which might still be considered as coming within the low-cost field (values 
$2,500-$4,000), is, of course, of larger proportions but advances with respect to 
these homes are limited to 80 per cent of lending value. 


Trade 


Canada’s commodity export trade during October continued the upward 
tendency characteristic of the present year. Domestic exports totalled $90-4 
million in October against $88-2 million in the same month of last year while 
the ten months totalled $726-7 million against $682-7 in the same period of 
1938. 

Increases in food prices augmented by unusual seasonal advances in fuels 
raised the cost of living index in Canada to 84-7 on October 1 from 82-9 on 
September 1. Not since the spring of 1932 has the index shown a monthly 
change of such magnitude. The food price index moved up from 74-2 to 79-8 
between September and October. 

Sales in department stores throughout Canada recorded further advances 
during October, the unadjusted index standing at 100-9 or 13 per cent higher 
than in September and 15 per cent above October, 1938. Cumulative totals 
for the first ten months showed an increase of 2 per cent over the same period 
of 1938. Wholesale trade in consumers’ goods moved up sharply in September 
when volumes of sales of nine lines of business averaged 38 per cent higher 
than in August and 33 per cent over September, 1938. Increased consumer 
demands, rising prices and inventory buying by the retail trade all contributed 
to the sudden and marked increase in September sales. The general index of 
sales on the 1930 base was 140-7 in September against 102-6 in August and 
106-7 in the same month last year. Sales for wholesale grocers were up 43 
per cent over September, 1938, while the dry goods trade increased its sales 
37 per cent. The sudden increase in retail purchasing throughout Canada 
was reflected in September’s retail trade statistics. Output figures for 12 lines 
of business dealing chiefly in food, clothing and household requirements showed a 
gain of 24 per cent over August and an increase of 12 per cent over September, 
1938. The increase in dollar volume of retail trade must be attributed partly to 
increase in price and partly to the increased volume of goods sold. 


Transportation 

With shipments aggregating 12-4 million tons, freight shipped through 
the Sault locks during October exceeded that of any similar month since 1928. 
The record for the month results in predictions that the total for the navigation 
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season will reach 70 million tons, the total to November 1 having been 58-5 
million tons. November traffic kept pace with October despite rough lake 
weather, iron ore, copper and grain being shipped out of lake ports in large volume. 

New war risk rates on cargoes to and from Canadian ports were recently 
announced by the Canadian War Risk Committee, representing private com- 
panies in Montreal. Of particular interest were reductions in rates to United 
Kingdom, Irish Free State and French ports of one per cent for both imports 
and exports in vessels flying the Allied flag, of 13 and 1 per cent respectively, 
for other neutral vessels than the United States, while the rates for the latter 
country were steady. 


Employment 

A substantial improvement in industrial employment was reported for the 
beginning of October, when 11,891 firms had payrolls aggregating 1,186,786 
workers compared with 1,166,242 at Septembér 1. The increase of 20,544 
workers over the previous month was considerably larger than the usual seasonal 
gain at that time of the year. Manufacturing industries showed a conspicuous 
gain in employment, increases being especially large in plants manufacturing 
vegetable foods, textile and iron and steel. A sharp gain was reported in logging 
while transportation and trade also recorded considerable gains. Declines were 
shown in services and highway construction. 

Persons on direct unemployment relief throughout Canada totalled 541,500 
in September, a decrease of 32 per cent compared with the previous month and 
a decrease of 2-2 per cent compared with the same period of last year. Unem- 
ployed but fully employable persons on relief in September numbered 121,000, 
a decline of 114 per cent compared with August but an increase of 5-6 per cent 
compared with September a year ago. Farmers on relief numbered 15,000 and 
with their dependents the total of rural relief recipients was 71,000, a decrease 
of 73 per cent compared with August and 34 per cent in the same month of last 
year. A marked improvement was shown in Saskatchewan, the number on 
farm relief dropping 48 per cent from the same month one year ago. 


Finance 

The volume of international trade in securities between Canada and other 
countries in September was greater than in any preceding month since March. 
Increases in both sales and purchases were recorded, sales of securities to all 
countries being more than $7-2 million higher and purchases over $13-7 million 
higher than in August. Accordingly, there were net purchases by Canada of 
about $5 million in September compared with net sales of about $1-5 million in 
August. 

Dominion Government revenues in October totalled $39-9 million and 
expenditures $54-8 million, leaving a deficit of $14-9 million. In October a 
year ago income totalled $34-5 million and expenditures $50-5 million, leaving a 
deficit of $16 million. The latest month’s totals brought revenue for this fiscal 
year to $313-2 million and expenditures to $309-4 million. Augmented by 
war-time taxes the customs and excise revenue for October totalled $31-6 million, 
a gain of $4.2 million over the same month of 1938. With increased imports on 
tobacco, beers and wines, cigarettes and other commodities, customs duties 
amounted to $9-9 million in October, an increase of $1-9 million over the same 
month of 1938. Total customs duties, excise taxes, excise duties and sundry 
collections for the seven months ended October 31 were $172-4 million against 
$173-1 million in the same period of the preceding fiscal year, a decline of 
$624,000. The decline in income tax collections in the same comparison was 
from $120-4 million to $111-5 million. Canada’s special war expenditures in 
October were $9-3 million. This amount is a portion of the war appropriation 
of $100 million voted at the special session of Parliament last September.

STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONIMIQUE AU CANADA 


En octobre les principaux facteurs tracant l’orientation de la situation économique attei- 
gnent une moyenne plus forte que celle du mois précédent. Six facteurs majeurs montrent des 
avances. Les actions ordinaires montent encore en octobre, continuant l’avance considérable 
du mois précédent. L’indice officiel atteint une position plus élevée qu’en tout autre mois de 
l'année courante. La hausse des prix de gros revét des proportions mineures en regard de 
lavance marquée en septembre. Un certain nombre de denrées réagissent & la suite de la brus- 
que reprise du mois précédent. Une partie du déclin des obligations de tout repos en septembre 
est contre-balancée le mois sous revue. La faiblesse attribuable au début des hostilités, évidente 
en septembre, céde le pas 4 un sentiment de plus grande confiance. L’augmentation des dépéts 
& demande contraste avec la diminution des dépéts sur préavis, mais la fluctuation des dépéts 
des banques 4 charte s’oriente 4 la hausse. L’indice des dépéts bancaires, aprés ajustement 
saisonnier, passe de 128-2 4 129-0 le premier du mois. 

L’avance considérable de la production caractérise le mois d’octobre. L’indice du volume 
physique des affaires, qui se placait 4 125-8 en septembre, monte brusquement le mois sous revue 
& 133-1. Les industries favorisées par l’accroissement de la demande, dd 4 la guerre, augmentent 
leurs opérations dans une large mesure. Il y a une augmentation considérable du volume de la 
production forestiére, automobile et alimentaire. 

Les opérations de l'industrie miniére, mesurées par neuf Cictiatn importants, montrent une 
régression en octobre comparativement au mois précédent. En octobre les exportations de cuivre 
s’élévent 4 33,400,000 livres contre 46,800,000. Les exportations de nickel baissent également, 
de 26,300,000 livres 4 22,900,000. Les expéditions de zine font un déclin marqué. Les arri- 
vages d’or 4 la Monnaie diminuent de 434,500 onces fines 4 395,000 et l’indice recule de 374 a 
324. Les expéditions d’argent des mines canadiennes font un déclin mineur. Les exportations 
d’amiante montrent un gain plus que normal pour la saison. Les importations de bauxite bais- 
sent de 77,700,000 livres 4 65,200,000. L’augmentation de la production de charbon est moins 
que normale pour la saison, l’indice rétrogradant de 96-1494-8. Le résultat net est que l’indice 
des opérations de l'industrie miniére tombe de 223 A 194. 

Les opérations des industries alimentaires s’accélérent d’une fagon marquée et |’indice 
monte de 110 4 126-8. La minoterie est plus active le dernier mois de statistiques connues et 
l’indice de la production de farine avance de 84 4 108. La production de sucre augmente de 
71,800,000 livres 4 101,600,000. Les abatages de bétes A cornes et de pores sont 4 plus haut 
niveau. Les abatages de pores se placent A 425,930 tétes comparativement 4 269,608. La 
production de fromage de fabrique et de beurre de crémerie rétrograde, aprés ajustement saison- 
nier. Les exportations de saumon en boite augmentent de 7,900,000 livres 4 10,700,000. 

Les dédouanements de cigarettes passent de 585,000,000 4 706,000,000 et l’indice avance 
de 64 points, 4 276. Les importations de caoutchouc brut s’élévent 4 11,900,000 livres en regard 
de 5,600,000. Les importations de filés de coton accusent une avance, tandis que celles de laine 
occupent une position plus basse. Les opérations de |’industrie forestiére s’accélérent encore 
en octobre, chacun des quatre facteurs employés 4 ce sujet montrant des avances. La produc- 
tion de papier 4 journal est de 280,985 tonnes contre 253,230. Les expéditions de madriers et 
planches augmentent de 216,000,000 de pieds 4 244,000,000. Les exportations de pulpe de bois 
et de bardeaux augmentent également. La production d’automobiles s’établit 4 9,640 unités 
comparativement a4 3,921. Les importations de pétrole brut s’élévent 4 166,000,000 de gallons 
en regard de 131,000,000. Il y a une diminution des nouvelles affaires dans |’industrie du bAti- 
ment, et les contrats adjugés déclinent de $19,400,000 en septembre 4 $14,200,000 le mois sous 
revue. Toutefois, les permis de bitir augmentent de $4,100,000 4 $5,600,000. Le résultat net 
est que l’indice de la construction passe de 48-6 4 43-5. Les chargements de wagons rétro- 
gradent de leur cime de 95-6 en septembre A 80-0. 

L’accélération des opérations commerciales en octobre justifie l’optimisme relativement 
& la participation industrielle du Canada dans |’apport d’approvisionnements de guerre pour 
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soutenir la cause des Alliés. La position géographique du Dominion est un actif précieux et 
l’on pourrait y batir des fabriques qui seraient virtuellement 4 l’abri des attaques aériennes. Le 
Canada est bien pourvu de matiéres premiéres et peut promptement en obtenir d’autres par rail 
des Etats-Unis. La croissance de l’industrie depuis la derniére guerre a fait augmenter le nombre 
d’artisans et d’ingénieurs. L’indice de l’activité générale, basé sur la moyenne de 1937 et calculé 
par la Banque Canadienne de Commerce, s’établit 4 108 le 15 octobre contre 100 en septembre. 
Le pourcentage du rendement courant utilisé passe de 79 en septembre 4 85 le mois sous revue. 
La plupart des aliments et plusieurs textiles font voir des gains, tandis que la sidérurgie, spéciale- 
ment dans la production lourde, non seulement augmente ses activités, mais fait de fortes addi- 
tions 4 ses borderaux de paye ces derniers mois. 


Agriculture 

Les estimations de la récolte canadienne de blé augmentent 4 478,965,000 boisseaux, dans 
le dernier rapport agricole officiel. Tous les gains proviennent des Provinces des Prairies, car 
les estimations pour le reste du Canada sont légérement plus faibles que celles de septembre. 
La production de blé des Provinces des Prairies est maintenant placée 4 452,000,000 de boisseaux 
et l’on prévoit que la Saskatchewan en produira 239,000,000. La cime de la production cana- 
dienne de blé est atteinte en 1928, alors que la moisson se place 4 566,700,000 boisseaux; mais 
la récolte de l’année courante peut étre la deuxiéme plus élevée, car les estimations actuelles sont 
& peu prés les mémes que celles de 1927, qui jusqu’aé présent occupait sans conteste la deuxiéme 
place. Les arrivages de blé dans les Provinces des Prairies se chiffrent 4 305,300,000 boisseaux 
les treize semaines du ler aofit au 26 octobre, 4 rapprocher de 221,000,000 de boisseaux la méme 
période de la campagne précédente. Les expéditions outre-mer et les importations aux Etats- 
Unis du ler aoit au 26 octobre atteignent 30,600,000 boisseaux, en regard de 43,500,000 la méme 
période de l’année précédente. 

Les emblavures de blé de printemps sont estimées 4 26,000,000 d’acres contre 25,200,000 
acres en 1938. Les emblavures de seigle et de graine de lin augmentent, tandis que celles d’avoine 
et d’orge diminuent un peu. 

La récolte canadienne de pommes de l’année courante est placée 4 5,207,800 boisseaux, 
comparativement A 5,222,400 en 1938. La récolte de raisin est estimée 4 50,400,000 livres 
contre 35,900,000. Les poires accusent une diminution, tandis que les prunes et les péches 
montrent une augmentation. 

La production de farine des minoteries canadiennes connaft une plus grande expansion en 
septembre. Le total du mois est de 1,927,000 barils, gain de 39-4 et de 17-5 sur aodit et septem- 
bre l’an dernier respectivement. Les stocks de blé des minoteries s’élévent 4 4,976,000 boisseaux 
le 30 septembre, 4 rapprocher de 2,862,000 la méme date l’an dernier. La production de sucre 
raffiné est de 101,600,000 livres la période de quatre semaines terminée le 7 octobre, en regard de 
96,600,000 la méme période I’an dernier. Les cuites et les ventes se placent 4 91,700,000 livres, 
comparativement A 81,100,000 la méme période il y a un an. Jusqu’d date en 1939 les ventes 
de sucre raffiné s’établissent 4 877,000,000 de livres, contre 814,000,000 la méme période l’an 
dernier. La production de beurre de crémerie s’éléve 4 23,500,000 livres en octobre, 4 rapprocher 
de 29,900,000 en septembre et 23,400,000 en octobre 1938. La production de fromage de fabrique 
décline 4 12,600,000 livres en octobre, en regard de 17,800,000 le mois précédent et 15,200,000 
en octobre 1938. La production de beurre de crémerie les dix premiers mois atteint un total de 
239,400,000 livres, comparativement 4 241,000,000 la méme période l’an dernier. Au ler novem- 
bre les stocks de beurre de crémerie des entrepéts frigorifiques se placent 4 55,900,000 livres, 
contre 57,000,000 le mois précédent et 62,500,000 l’an dernier. Les stocks de fromage au ler 
novembre diminuent 4 42,100,000 livres, 4 rapprocher de 52,200,000 le mois précédent et 44,300,- 
000 il y a un an. On déclare que la demande d’aliments hautement concentrés dans les Iles 
Britanniques créera un plus grand marché pour le fromage canadien. Les exportations de fromage 
canadien 4 la Grande-Bretagne augmentent rapidement et la prime du Gouvernement sur le 
fromage de haute qualité a amélioré le produit. Le Gouvernement britannique a encouragé 
la hausse des prix sur les marchés britanniques, qui a impliqué une augmentation de 68 4 78 
shillings pour 112 livres de fromage. L’incertitude qui se manifestait aux enchéres canadiennes 
de fromage au début de la guerre s’est dissipée un peu. Le sterling est encore instable sur les 
marchés de change étranger, mais le contréle gouvernemental des cours du change et des prix 
des aliments a eu une tendance A stabliser les cours. A l’heure actuelle, toutefois, les approvi- 
sionnements de fromage au Canada sont 4 un niveau relativement bas. On a examiné la possi- 
bilité d’augmenter les expéditions de poisson au Royaume-Uni afin de suppléer 4 la pénurie 
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des approvisionnements britanniques. Des mesures ont été prises en vue d’accroitre les facilités 
de production, afin que le Dominion soit en mesure d’expédier tous approvisionnements requis. 

En septembre la production de chaussures en cuir s’établit 4 2,400,000 paires, diminution 
de prés de 85,000 paires ou de 3 p.c. sur le mois précédent. Comparativement & septembre 
1938 il y a une augmentation de 298,000 paires ou de 14 p.c. La production totale de chaussures 
en cuir les neuf mois terminés le 30 septembre est de 17,900,000 paires contre 16,800,000 la méme 
période l’an dernier. 

La production et les expéditions de papier 4 journal continuent de prendre de |’expansion 
en octobre, accusant des gains respectifs de 10-2 p.c. et de 13-4 p.c. sur l’an dernier. Pendant 
le mois l'industrie a fonctionné & 77-5 p.c. de son rendement comparativement 4 72-7 en septem- 
bre et 72-0 ily aunan. Les expéditions canadiennes de 289,260 tonnes surpassent la produc- 
tion qui est de 280,985 tonnes. La production canadienne des dix mois terminés en octobre 
se place & 2,339,884 tonnes, augmentation de 7-8 p.c. sur l’an dernier. Les expéditions des dix 
mois atteignent 2,308,713 tonnes, augmentation de 13-9 p.c., mais elles surpassent la production 
de quelque 31,000 tonnes. D’aprés les rapports de la presse, la Grande-Bretagne est menacée 
d’une disette de bois d’ceuvre 4 cause de |’insuffisance des navires pour le commerce. La pénurie 
de transport maritime se constate également dans |’Est du Canada, ot de grandes quantités 
d’étais de mine et de bois scié sont normalement exportées vers les marchés britanniques. Le 
prix contractuel du papier 4 journal dans le Royaume-Uni a monté de £17 ($75.99) et est devenu 
en vigueur vers la fin d’octobre. Ce nouveau chiffre représente une augmentation de £5 15s 
ou d’environ 51 p.c. depuis le début des hostilités. La principale raison de i’augmentation 
réside dans la difficulté éprouvée dans l’importation de la pulpe de la Norvége, de la Suéde et 
de la Finlande. Le 6 novembre le Gouvernement britannique a annoncé des projets en vue de 
prendre toutes les exportations canadiennes de plomb et de zine pendant la durée de la guerre. 
Sur la base des exportations de 1938, ceci comportera une somme approchant $30,000,000; mais 
on considére que les besoins de la guerre auront pour résultats une augmentation de la production 
et une expansion conséquente des exportations. On a également annoncé que le Gouvernement 
britannique s’était engagé par contrat 4 prendre l’excédent des besoins domestiques de la produc- 
tion canadienne de cuivre pendant la durée de la guerre. De la production annuelle de $60,000,- 
000 de cuivre, on en exporte pour environ $35,250,000. Le Gouvernement fédéral a commencé 
un inventaire des ressources hydrauliques du Canada, qui s’établissent 4 quelque 44,000,000 
de h.p. L’inventaire a particuliérement pour raison d’étre la trés étroite ralation qui existe 
entre les problémes relatifs 4 l’énergie en temps de guerre et les problémes internationaux d’éner- 
gie que comportent les eaux communes du Canada et des Etats-Unis. On s’attend que le relevé 
fera connaftre les sources d’énergie hydroélectrique immédiatement disponibles 4 méme les 
développements existants et les développements nouveaux, afin de faire face 4 la demande en 
temps de guerre. 

Les contrats adjugés en octobre s’élévent 4 $14,200,000, déclin de 26-5 p.c. sur le total de 
$19,400,000 en septembre. Les projets du génie et la construction commerciale montrent un 
déclin, tandis que les projets industriels augmentent de $2,200,000. En octobre l’an dernier 
les adjudications valaient $18,100,000, déclin d’environ 22 p.c. Jusqu’A date cette année la 
construction atteint un total de $165,000,000, augmentation de 2-1 p.c. sur la méme période de 
lan dernier. Le cofit estimatif de la construction autorisée par 58 cités en octobre est de $5,600,- 
000, augmentation de $1,500,000 ou de 36-4 p.c. sur septembre mais diminution de $3,900,000 
ou de 41-2 p.c. en regard du chiffre exceptionnellement élevé d’octobre 1938. Le total des dix 
premiers mois est de $49,500,000 contre $52,700,000 la méme période de l’an dernier. Récemment 
on a annoncé que les préts pour l’amélioration des logements se chiffraient 4 3,519 en octobre 
et avaient une valeur de $1,400,000. Le nombre total de préts depuis le ler novembre 1936 
est de 91,307 valant $37,100,000. 

Les préts de 90 p.c. en vertu de la loi nationale du logement sont disponibles depuis aodt 
1938. Les emprunteurs ont été lents 4 répondre au début, mais vers le printemps de cette année 
les nouvelles stipulations devenaient mieux connues et plus des trois quarts des 1,000 préts de 
cette catégorie ont été approuvés au cours des six derniers mois. Le nombre de préts approuvés 
depuis aodit 1938, pour les maisons évaluées 4 plus de $2,500 mais qui peuvent étre encore consi- 
dérées comme entrant dans la classification des habitations 4 bon marché (valeurs de $2,500- 
$4,000), naturellement revét des proportions plus considérables; mais les avances relatives 4 
ces maisons sont limitées 4 80 p.c. de la valeur hypothécable. 
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Commerce 

Le commerce d’exportation du Canada en octobre continue l’orientation 4 la hausse qui 
le caractérise cette année. Les exportations canadiennes se placent 4 $90,400,000 en octobre 
contre $88,200,000 le méme mois |’an dernier, tandis que celles des dix mois atteignent $726,- 
700,000 comparativement 4 $682,700,000 la méme période de 1938. 


La hausse des aliments de méme que les avances saisonniéres extraordinaires du combustible 
font monter l’indice du cofit de la vie au Canada A 84-7 le ler octobre en regard de 82-9 le ler 
septembre. Depuis le printemps de 1932 l’indice n’a jamais accusé un changement mensuel 
d’une telle amplitude. L’indice des prix des aliments monte de 74-2 4 79-8 de septembre & 
octobre. 


Les ventes des magasins 4 rayons dans tout le Canada augmentent encore en octobre; |’indice 
non ajusté se place 4 100-9, il est de 13 p.c. plus élevé qu’en septembre et de 15 p.c. plus fort 
qu’en octobre 1938. Les totaux cumulatifs des dix premiers mois montrent une augmentation 
de 2 p.c. sur ceux de la méme période de 1938. Le commerce de gros en articles des consomma- 
teurs augmentent brusquement en septembre, alors que le volume des ventes de neuf genres 
d’affaires atteint une moyenne de 38 p.c. plus forte que celle d’aodt et de 33 p.c. supérieure 4 
celle de septembre 1938. L’augmentation de la demande de la part des consommateurs, la hausse 
des prix et le stockage des détaillants contribuent 4 l’augmentation soudaine et marquée des 
ventes en septembre. L’indice général des ventes, sur la base de 1930, s’établit 4 140-7 en 
septembre, 4 rapprocher de 102-6 en aotfit et 106-7 le méme mois l’an dernier. Les ventes des 
épiciers en gros augmentent de 43 p.c. en regard de septembre 1938, tandis que la mercerie voit 
ses ventes s’accroftre de 37 p.c. L’augmentation soudaine des achats au détail dans tout le 
Canada se refléte dans les statistiques du commerce de détail de septembre. Les chiffres de 
douze genres de commerce, en aliments, vétements et nécessités de ménage principalement, 
montrent un gain de 24 p.c. sur aotit et une augmentation de 12 p.c. sur septembre 1938. L’aug- 
mentation du volume en dollars du commerce de détail peut s’attribuer en partie 4 la hausse des 
prix et en partie 4 l’augmentation du volume des articles vendus. 


Transports 


Les expéditions de marchandises par les écluses de Sault-Ste-Marie s’élévent 4 12,400,000 
tonnes et excédent celles de tout mois similaire depuis 1928. Le record du mois résulte en la 
prévision que le total pour la saison de navigation atteindra 70,000,000 de tonnes, le total jusqu’au 
ler novembre étant de 58,500,000 tonnes. Le trafic de novembre est au méme niveau que celui 
d’octobre malgré le mauvais temps sur les lacs; les expéditions de minerai de fer, de cuivre et 
de grain quittant les ports lacustres sont considérables. 


Le comité canadien des risques de guerre, représentant les compagnies privées 4 Montréal, 
a récemment annoncé les nouveaux taux de risques de guerre sur les cargaisons en destination 
et en partance des ports canadiens. Particuliérement intéressantes sont les réductions de 1 p.c. 
des taux sur les cargaisons destinées aux ports du Royaume-Uni, de |’Etat libre d’Irlande et 
de la France, tant pour les importations que pour les exportations sur les vaisseaux battant 
pavillon allié, de 14 et de 1 p.c. respectivement pour les vaisseaux neutres autres que ceux des 
Etats-Unis, tandis que les taux pour ce dernier pays restent fermes. 


Emploiement 


L’emploiement industriel accuse une amélioration substantielle au début d’octobre, alors 
que 11,891 firmes ont un bordereau de paye comprenant 1,186,786 employés contre 1,166,242 
au ler septembre. L’augmentation de 20,544 ouvriers en regard du mois précédent surpasse 
considérablement le gain saisonnier habituel 4 cette époque de l’année. L’emploiement fait 
un gain remarquable dans les industries manufacturiéres et les augmentations sont spécialement 
fortes dans les fabriques manufacturant des substances alimentaires végétales, des textiles, du 
fer et de l’acier. L’augmentation est brusque pour |’abatage du bois, tandis que les transports 
et le commerce font également des gains considérables. [Il y a des déclins dans les services et 
la construction de grandes routes.
